London, March 30.— A cabinet oounoil, 
postponed on account of Lord Rosebery'a 
llInesB, was bold at noon to-day and lasted 
uuUl 1:10 p.m. Lord Klmborley mado a 
report upon a loni; oonferenoe which ho hold 
with Hum de Couroel, the Frenoh ambaaea- 
dor on Thariday, just prior to the delivery 
of Sir Edward Grey's speeoh In tho House of 
Commons, lb is stated also that the Foreign 
Secretary proaentod dlspatchea from Lord 
Dafferin, British ambaaaodor to France, 
treating of an interview ho h»d 
with M. Hinotauz, tlio French foreign 
minister, at which tho latter cxproBscd hia 
moat slncoro desire to maintain tho moot 
friendly relations between Franco and 
Great lirituia. M. Hanotaux made Iho 
contention that tho French extonaiona of 
territory in no way onoroaohed upon the 
liritish sphere, bub deoUned to reoognfza as 
British territory that inoludod in tho Upper 
Nile valley. 

The whole position pivota upon the 
aoeuraoy of the information recoived by the 
Forel^^D UQioe. Nothing is dcQnitely known 
of ^he exaob whereabouts of tho French ex- 
pedition, but reports received at Uganda 
from tho British agent at WadeUi have ex- 
cited the foara of the government and made 
the Upper Nile question aa aoute as urgent. 

luatructioDB which have beea aent to 
Uganda point to tho establiahment of a 
British protootorato over Unyoro and the 
eiiuitorlsl province formerly governed by 
Emin Pasha, with stations along the Nile to 
Lado. lbs suooess of the British negotia- 
tions with Franoe depends upon the latter's 
repudiatinft the encroaoaments upon 
the. Upper Nile, and probably M. 
Hiiiotaax will -propose a congress to 
settle the dispute. From some anieen cauao 
England has abown. nuwonted determina- 
tion to enforce her olaims -agatnab a great 
power, while the French seam relnotanb to 
go to extremities. Tbs British attitude of 
resoIntioD, added to the talk in diplomatio 
circles, ia due to the German and Italian 
entente in rogitrd to the African Hinterland, 
their awakened hoBtility to Franco and Ecg- 
land'a reliance upon her renewed friendihip 
with Russia. 

Aa an Instance of the want of enterprise 
on tho part of leading Faria newspapors, it 
may bo mentioned that those papers ap- 
peared yoBtorday morning without a word 
of allusion to the African djbato In the 
House of Commons, and only woke up to 
the Heclarationa of Sir Edward Grey twenty- 
four'honra after they had been delivered. 

The nogotiatioDB looking to the raising of 
a Spanish loan in Paris have collapsed in 
the same way that they fell through in 
London. Tho disorediting of Spanish 
financea ia shown in Paris by the aotion of 
the Chambro syndicate la deciding on 
Thursday last that the bonds of the North 
Spanish railway wore no longer a good 
delivery on tho bourse. This decision was 
chiefly due to the announoemonb that the 
railway would pay its coupons next coming 
duo in paper instead of gold. The Sta- 
tist asks how Spain is goiag to meet ber 
expenditure in Cuba, boing on the verge of 
Inaolvenoy at home and abroad. 

The leadioK financial faouaea are antici. 
patlog the floating of a large Chinese In- 
demnity loan with a prior sterling loan for 
repayment at the laat issue of the indemnity 
loan, so as to enable Japan to get a first 
charge on the bonds seonred by the onstoma 
revenue of the treaty ^itis. 

Tho PrinoeiB of Wales will stiart for 
Copenhagen on Monday to join her sister 
the Dowager Empress of Knasia .and the 
Duchess of Cumberland. The illness of her 
mother, tho Queen of Denmark, is very 
serious, and she is in a critical condition. 

Tne sight of Gladstone's eye which was 
operated upon ia markedly filling. Tho 
general health of the ex-Premler is good and 
he is amazingly apry. 

When paaaicR through Paris, so a Rome 
dispatch says, tho Prince of Wales told 
Count Tornielli, the Italian ambassador, 
that he expected to make a visit of several 
wooka ut the Quirinai soon, as King Hum- 
ben'a guoat. 

Tho Kxohiingo ToloRraph Co. sayd that at 
tho Okbinet moeliog to-day it was decided 
to support Hon. Wui. Court Gully, Q C. , M. 
P., for Carlialo, to euccoed Sir Arthur Wol- 
lesiey Peel as Speaker of tho Houbo of Com- 
mons. It can bo statod, however, on boBt 
authority that the above statement is baaod 
wholly on tho gonoral belief that Mr. Gully 
would be put forward by the government as 
its candidate.

Their Treatment of Her a Stain of 'Shame on 
the British and United States 
Governments. 

The following letter from Mr. C. MoKel- 
lar, of New Brnnsniok, appears In the Lon- 
don Times of March 8 : 

la it posslhia that the tyrannical and 
monstrous sentences inflicted upon theQucon 
of Hawaii by tho so-called Republican gov- 
ernment of tho Sandwich Islanda ia to bo 
allowed to bo enforced without any protcat 
and scarcely any commont by tho press and 
public of Great Britain?

Tho Quoen— as much and 
as rightfully Qacon of Hawaii as Victoria is 
Queen of England — dethroned and oven de- 
prived of hor private property, and all for 
the great and noble reason, that these Am- 
erican advenlurors wish to manage tho Bugar 
trade, so that thoy ulono gain by it, whilst 
tho reab of tho poopio sufTor, and booauao the 
Quoon, tho good, amiable lady, for such sbe 
ia, and hor poopio strive to regain what is 
only their own thoy are to be oondomued 
to death, aed tho Queen herself to be 
Imprisoned for Qvo yo-:rs, as well as fined a 
largo Bum 1 and yeb not a protest is raised, 
so Bclfiah has the world grown. What a 
preoedent is hero. Any kingdom may be 
seized by a b«nd of adventurers, its sove- 
reign dethroned and robbed, and it may be 
relied npon that the >nnirpen« honever 
tyrannous and nDjnst their oon'dnot, will be 
at once reoognlEed by the English govern- 



ment, and the loader of those uaurpora re- 
ceive a lottcr in tho autograph ot tho Quoen 
of lilaglaud and Empreee of India, and the 
return the usurpers may make may well be 
what ib has bean in this case, one of the 
moat markod defeats ever accorded to a 
British cabinet. Ib muab be remembered 
that even the United States government re- 
fnaed for long to recogoiz i the so called 
republic, and why the government of Lord 
Rosebery should do so when the only result 
baa been a diplomatic defeat ia a puzzle 
which probably Lord Rosebory and hia 
cabinet cannot thomsslves explain. Why 
was Col. Woodhouaa recalled? Why has 
an " Engliah resident " boon appointed, who 
hp.a no power to Interfere, for tho protection 
of English Bubjeots ? Who is reBponsibli! 
for the deaths of the poor Hawaii- 
ans who recently made a move- 
ment towards regainioB the islands for 
tho Queen and the Hawaiian people ? 
I say Lord Rosebery and his governmoDt, 
for bub one word was needed from thorn de- 
claring that under no oiroamstances would 
they recognize the so-called Kepublioan gov- 
ernment to have at once chaog' d the whole 
aspeob of afF^irs. The story of Hawaii is 
one of the most tad and painful histories of 
our day, and one which must ever be a stain 
of shame upon the goTemmenti of Great 
Britain and the United States. Not one 
word have I written too strongly, and the 
folly of this betrayal of the Queen and peo- 
plo of Hawaii will yet be recognized by the 
world at largo.

Tho St. James Gazatto saya that tho 
alleged Armenian story In the Times this 
morning tallies moat remarkably with 
the stories in the News and Tele- 
graph, nob only in respeot of general 
oatline bab in detail. Possibly the 
Gazette saye the three agents obtained tbelr 
stories from the same sonroe, in which case 
tho trnstwortblnesB of the original report Is 
a great point to be settled. " The cor- 
rospondents mnat be very remarkable liars 
or most conalstent wltneBses."

Some weoka ago, it will bo romemborod, a 
Cowiohun Indian named Jim gob drinking 
in tjwn with Mary, a kloochniun, and tho 
result waa that Mary v."va picked up in a 
oanoo oir tho mouth of tho harbor mxt 
morning — while Jim had diaappoared. The 
natural conclusion from all tho oiroam- 
stances was that Jim while drunk foil over- 
board and waa drowned, but aome of tho 
Cowlchana entertain ausplclona of foul play 
— though there ia nob a particle of evidence 
of cause for augpicion, 

Jimmy Chickens gave Mary shelter in his 
cabin at O^k Bay after she came ashore, and 
Julia said that tho Cowiohans were mad 
with Jimmy for harboring Mary, and for- 
that reason had strangled him. 

The provincial polios were at once notified 
and a trip to Oak Bay disolossd that ^Immy 
Chickens was alive and well, and in fact was. 
out fishing. 

Some of Cowichan Jlm'a friends, however,, 
did nob entertain very amicable feelings to-

An important case that has exoited con- 
siderable local interest oame before Mr. 
Justice Walkem in tho Supreme court yes- 
terday. The aobion is brought by Robirc 
Ward k Co., Ltd., against Jobn Clark, Juhn 
Clark, jr., and laaao Hennigar, and the de- 
fence raised an important point that gave 
special iaterost to the caae. 

Tho actiou waa one to set aside aa 
fraudulent two judgments obtained by the 
defendants, John Clark, jr., and Isaac 
Hennigar, against the defendant John 
Clark, npon wbioh judgments'writa of fi. fa. 
wore iesued, and the schooner "Knterpriae 
waa selEed and sold by the sheriff. At the 
sheritTs sale the sohooner was parohased by 
the defendant John Clark, jr. Oo the 
day after the sale the plaintiffs recovered 
judgment sgalnat Jobn Clark for $S,500, 
and began the present action, their first move 
being to obtain an iojunotlon to prevent 
John Clark, jr., from interfering with or 
dealing with the schooner. Ihia Injunction 
was appealed against, but tho divisional 
court diamissed the appeal. The action 
then went on until the lOth of February, 
when the plaintitTg arreated the defendant 
John Clark on a caplaa ad aatiafaoiendum, 
npon which ho ia atill in j ill. The defend- 
ants Clark, jr., and Hennigar, then amended 
their defence, pleading that their co-defend- 
ant was in custody upon the ca. aa., and tho 
plaintiffs aubmitting that aa a matter of law 
thia defence waa no answer to their claim, 
Mr. Juatioo Drake ordered tho point of law 
to bo set down for argumonnt. 

Thia argument waa heard yesterday morn- 
ing before Mr. Justice Walkem; Hon. C. E. 
Pooley, Q C, appearing for the plaintiffs, 
Mr. A. L. Belyoa for the defendants, Clark 
jr., and Honnlpar, and Mr. W. J. Taylor 
for tho defendant ,Iohn Clark. 

Mr. Pooley, for tho plaintiffii, contended 
that tho arresting of tho defendant Clark 
upon a ca. sa. did not operate aa an extin- 
guishment of the original debt, but merely 
to auspend all tho plaintiffa' remedies, and 
that the Court would allow the action to go 
on for the purpose of putting the proper t^y 
in auob a position that it could be got at in 
exeotttion, even though for the present the 
plaintiff! ^«t6 precluded from taking any 
other remuay, 

Mr. Belyea argued that the original debt, 
which waa tho cause of aotioD^ waa dia- 
charged, ao that tho plaintlffd oouid pursue 
no other remedy at law, and that clearly if 
tho action were allowed to proceed, the 
Court would he permitting tho plaintiffa to 
have r.nothcr romtdy, notwithstanding that 
thoy had oloottd tho highest remedy known 
in law short of taking tho man's life, viz , 
taking; away hia liberty. 

Mr. Taylor, for tho defendant John Clark, 
ofToroil, so far as ho waa concerned, if the 
plainlilld would roloaee hia client from cus- 
tody, to permit them to take judgment in 
this uc^.lon, providing, of course, this could 
be dono without stultifying his ollenb by the 
admission of frau''. f jr there has been no 
fraud. 

Hia Lordahip held that on tho statement 
of facta which now oanio before him, and in 
view of tho well known p inoiplea of law, it 
wua unneccBSary to tuko time to consider r he 
matter, aa it waa quite clear tho prcaont ac- 
tion could not prooood, tho plalntilli havioi; 
elected to take the body of tho defendant 
John Clark, which woe an election by them 
to pursue thia last remedy, and none other. 
Ho therefore dismissed the aotion aa against 
the defendants John Clark, jr., and Isaac 
Hennigar, with ooata. 

Mr Taylor then suggosted that if Mr. 
Pooley would consent he would make a mo- 
tion IP have the aotion dismiaaed as againut 
John Clark on the same grounds, but this 
waa not ooneented to.

SOMB QUESTIONS. 

The Times baa not yet, we see, found it 

convenient to answer the very plain and ex 
ceedlngly simple question wo asked yoster 
day. In order that it may have it at band 
■WB now repeat it. How oan the Esquimalt 
Waterworks Company be benefited by plao 
ing the city's waterworks on wliat the best 
anthoritles who have been conanlted declare 
to be the proper footing ? 

Perhaps our contemporary may find it 
easier to answer this qnestion : How can 
an investigation into the source of the city's 
water supply at Elk Lake advance the inter- 
eata of the Esquimalt Waterworka Company ? 

We may perhaps oblige the Times by 
asking it to explain fully in what respect 
the advice tendered the City Council by 
Messrs. Keatiog and Hoskina is "knavish " ? 

The Times owes it to itself as well as to 
the gentlemen named to tell its readers defin 
itely and nnambignonaly what it meant by 
applying that injurious epithet to the advice 
they tendered the City Fathers. 



A GONTRAST. 

The Times does its best to persuade the 
Uity Conncil to reject the advice of Mossrs. 
Keating and Haakina. la it justified in do- 
ing this 3 The Eiatern engineers were care- 
ful to obtain oa mnoh Information abont the 
oV^'t water supply as the oity Buthoritiea 
possessed. Their report) abowa that they 
were very well informed as to the aonroea of 
that supply. They knew what the citizens 
have to depend upon in order to obtain the 
water they need. What they say about it 
agrees with the conolusions arrived at by 
Mr. Wilmot, the city engineer, and the 
Timea does not venture to say they are 
-wrong in any particular. 

Messrs. Keating and Haakins base their 
calculations upon the very same data as the 
Times has at its disposal to frame ita 
theories and make its gnosaos, but the en 
);ineers and the Times arrive at very differ 
snt oonolnaiooa. (The engineera believe that 
the City Council should make inquiries be 
fore they spend the very large sum which the 
ratepayers have placed at their disposal. 
The Times deolarea that the Council should 
go ahead without delay and spend the 
people's money. Is the Times, we ask, as 
well qualified in any way to advise 
tlie Couttoil on auch a snbjeot as 
Messrs. Keating and Haskins, Would 
not any sensible man condemn the Council 
as criminally imprudent and rash that would 
prefer the inuccurato atatementa and the 
heated declamation of an ignorant and in- 
experienced newspaper man to the well'oon- 
aldered advice of etcilful and consoientions 
engineera } 

lb must be remembered that two million 
gallons a day is the utmost capacity of the 
gathering grounds of Elk Lake. No matter 
what improvements aro made that quantity 
cannot bo increaaod. Tho storage capacity 
of the Lake can bo increased, but allowing 
that none of lb is wasted, not more 
than two millions of gallons a day can be 
taken from the lake ; and this is not 
making an allowanco for a succession of un- 
usually dry seasons. Three-quarters of that 
quantity are already required for the uao of 
the oity, and when there is an unusually dry 
aaaaon everyone knows the condition into 
whioh the water of the lake fails . Yet in 
the face Of these faota, and in direct oppo- 
sition to the advice of tho eastern en- 
gineers, our contemporary tries to convinco 
ita readers that it would bo a " common- 
sense business proposal to expend $MO,UUO, 
ortwioe that sum, to purify and conserve 
the water, and at the same time preserve 
tbia valuable asset to the oity." We are 
sure that every aenaible man in Victoriu 
will say that unless tho City Council have 
good reason to boliovo that the IClk Lako 
watershed oan yield enough water to supply 
the oity for say the next fifty years it would 
be most senselesa and unbusinesslike to 
■spend npon tbe waterworks $140,000, much 
leas $280,000. More than the former sum 
Jias already been borrowed, and it will, 



whether the works yield a anfiSaient anVpIy 
or not, be a borden on fature generations of 
VIotorians. Would it noc be moat iniquitous 
to fasten upon tile city for many generations 
a burden from which, after a few years, its 
inhabitants can receive no benefit. This, 
we believe, is what Mesara. Keating and 
Htsklna had ! In view when they counselled 
delay and inveaUgatiqn. They know what 
oommm sense and' bnsiness r< quire but the 
Times doea not. 

AGRlOULTUSa IN MNQLAND. 

Our readers will be able to form a olear 
idea of the state of agriculture in England 
when they learn that the highest wages that 
the farmers of Essex oan pay their laborers 
Is eight shillings— two dollars— a week ! 
The Full Mall Gazette, oommenting upon 
this dismal f<iot, says : 

No very lively imagination is required to 
piotura cottage life in midwinter — the lack 
of adequate clothes and fuel and food — aa it 
Is sustained on eight shillings a week. But 
a distressed cry from labor was the one thing 
needful to waken a slothful and torpid gov- 
eminent to aocion. Xhe newa that rents 
were disappearini; aeemed rather inspiriting 
than otherwise to Liberals. When proof 
was given that profits were being diminished 
they hardly pretended a sympathy. Land- 
owners and farmers they have come to re- 
gard as enemies. But the laborer haa voting 
power enough to decide the fate of Minis- 
tries ; and recent events aSbrd no uncertain 
eign that with his own peculiar steelyards 
ho has weighed and found wanting I ho poli- 
tioiaia now in otTioe. Eislly, indeed, may 
he do so. Thoao men came into powor pro- 
testing that his lot was x)itiable, and that 
thoy would givo days and nights to ita 
amelioration. And it waa chictly on the 
lowDcaa of his wages that they dwelt. No 
sooner had they gained their point, how 
over, than all chis was forgotten. 

Tho country in whioh this deplorable 
state of things exists Is twice blessed— it 
has free trade and has bad it for fifty years, 
and It has a Liberal Qovernmeut, yet all 
that farm laborers get for a bard day's 
work is a fraction more than thlrty.tbree 
cents a day. 

A combination of farm laborers some nine 
months ago make a stand against tho do 
clino in wages that had then commenced 
They decided that twelve Bhillinga a week 
—three dollars— was the minimum living 
wage, This was low enough in all con 
Bolonce. But the state of tho farming in- 
dustry in the country was such that it 
OQuld not bo malnlainod at the twelve 
abilliag level, This is what the Gazette 
says about the result of the movement : 

But the event proved that, perfect as the 
new economy may be In appearance, it will 
not work against tho irresistible foroes it 
tried to ignore. You cannot, as the Scotch 
proverb says, " tak' tho brooks ofF a Hie- 
landman." Farmers struggling hard to keep 
life In, and in two minds about Singing up 
their profession, could not bo intimidated. 
Praotioally thoy said, Take what we offer, 
or want. If men cannot be had at the wages 
named, nothing remains but to stop farm 
ing. At the same time town industries 
ceased to bo inviting, and, driven to choose 
between absolute want and a pittance, the 
laborers have bad the common sense to 
climb down from their previous uncompro 
mising position. But In yielding they cast 
ominous glances at tho politicians who pro- 
miged so rruoh and have done so little for 
them. They see that Ministers either trifle 
with such practical proposals as have been 
made, or adjourn their conaidoration ; that 
while their minds are active and busy with 
schemes for obtaining a new lease of power, 
not one seems to give any thought to one of 
the most preasiuK and presfnanb questions 
ever brought before English statesmen. 

This narrative sheds light on the condi- 
tion of the farming industry in England — 
free trade England. The fArmors could not, 
unless thoy starved themselves, give the men 
who worked for them more than starvation 
wages. The Pall Mall Gazette blames the 
British polltlolans for not doing for the 
farm laborer what they promised. It is 
evident, however, that as long as tho Eog 
llah market is free to every man of every 
nation under the aan who raiacs farm produce 
the politioians oan do very little indeed to 
ameliorate the oondition of the farm laborer, 
or for the matter of that, the farmer himself. 
There is a way to relieve British agrioaltnre, 
hat the great majority of British politioians 
persistently refuse to see it. 



A DETECTIVE) STORY. 

There haa been nothing written recently 
in the way of liotion whose intoroat la of a 
more absorbing nature than Conan Doyle's 
detective stories. The only fault one can 
find with them la that the author endows 
Mr. Sherlock Holmes with powers of obaer 
vatlon too aouto to be natural, and that It 
seems impoeeible that any man could from 
■ uoh Insigniiicaot facts roach ao certainly and 
swiftly euoh important oonclusiona. Wo 
pat down the book with tho fouling that the 
stories are very clever and very interesting, 
bat that if detectives oonld be trained to 
exercise such proternatural powers of deduo 
tlon there would not bo nearly so many 
Crimea of myeterioua origin. Bub that por 
sons can roally call into play tho oxtraordi 
narygiftsattrlbuted to the mythical Sherlock 
Hoimea we find evidence in an unexpected 
quarter. Mrs. Wilaon, in her book " After 
Five Vears in India," givoa tho following 
curious Instance of tho methods employed 
by a " oow-oatoher " In the Punjab : 

By far the most remarkable example of a 
keen eenao on tho man's part for tho ways 
of man and boaat, we found in a cow- 
trackor. TIicho men are hirgaly employed 
by nativoB in oaBOB of cattle Ihoft. To teat 
this man's oapabllitloa wo had our cow lod 
out of camp and brought back by a circuit- 
ous piilh. While she was away wo told tho 
oow-traoker wo had lost trace of her, and 
that ho must Ond her, while wo followed to 
watch hlfl mode of operation. It waa extra- 
ordinary to hoar him unfold tho history of 
everything that had happened. With bent 
head, hulf-oloeod oyoa, and unheaitating cor 
tainty, ho traced fuint marks in tho sand 
that wo could barely distinguish. Ho do- 
Borlhod the shape of tho oow'a feet ; thon ho 
cried out that tho man wore ahooa that were 
patched In two places j that ho had taken 
thsm off at this point ; that ho had a long 
blg'toe and a flat foot ; that he must bo an 
old man ; that ho belonged to a certain 
caste aooustomed to carry burdens ; that 
going through this field of grain the cow 
had wished to eat, had been dragged after 
the man and been tied to a tree. '* Now," 



he ohuokled to himself, " I could follow that 
cow to Lahore, and know her among a hun- 
dred." He was amusingly puzzled when it 
dawned on him that be had only to follow 
her back to her home in our camp, where 
ahe stood with her oaU and her.' keeper to 
verify every dodnotlon he had made. 

THB BBTTJSR 878TBM. 

Many of the citizens of Winnipeg are 
weary of seeing tho city's affairs managed 
by committees of the City Couccll. They 
sea how intfiioient and how dilatory those 
committees are and they want to have work- 
ing oommissloners appointed. This ia what 
tho Free Presa aays about the desirability of 
tho change : 

When tho queatlon of changing tho system 
of oivio government by tho appointment) of 
working commiaaionera was on the orost of 
publio dlscuaaion there appeared to bo few 
disaentiout voices. To our knowledge some 
of tho moat ropresontativo men in tho oity 
favored the scheme. A fewof the aldermen 
woro oppoBou to It. Not unnaturally so. 
But a large majority of the citizens seemed 
to desire it. They looked lilastward and saw 
tho clvio corruption of Montreal and Toron- 
to blbzonod bsforo tho world, ony they 
looked at homo to find hesitation, procras- 
tination and muddle. Tho miorobe of cor- 
ruption has not yet been subjected to the 
publio mioroscopo ; not oven, so far as we 
know, alleged to be in existence here. But 
the winds might bring lb as the oity 
grows larger. To obtain this change of sys- 
tem whicli the people desire, it Is neoceaary 
to obtain some powers from the legislature. 
Some changes are now being asked for by the 
city, but there is no application for power 
to change the system of government. There 
ahould be. 

" Hesitation, procrastination and muddle" 
aro the effects of government by oommiitee 
in Winnipeg ua well as In Victoria. When 
an attempt ia made to change it for a better 
system the people of both cities fail to back 
up the reformers.

But tho time, 
wo boliovo, ia coming, and not very far off, 
when tho citizens of both cities will find it 
noceaaary to got rid of thoir preaont slow 
and obstruotivo system, and replace it by 
one better oaloulated to efifaot the reforms 
they ao badly need.

The old switohoa, with which the former 
lights wore manipulated might have been 
preased into uau again, at practioally no 
extra oxpouno, but this did not suit Man- 
ager JamioBon's ideas of what was due to 
tho public, and aa ho did not like to ask the 
landlord to boar this extra oxponeo, after 
having olroady boon compollod to rewire the 
building proper, he offered lo have 
a complete modern switchboard, with ap- 
paratus for "dimming" the llghta, and all 
othor nooeaaary appliances, put in at hia own 
personal expense on the uuderstandlng that 
if the owner should feel ib to his interest at 
any time after tbe expiration of the presont 
lease to plaoB the management of tho 
theatre in other hands, he would undertake 
to see him reimbursed for his onblay in tho 
matter. 

Ibis, of course, the owner waa only too 
glad to agree to, and Mr. Jamleson Immodi- 
ately went to Tacoma and secured tho ser- 
vices of Mr. C. Bachelet, an export thoatri- 
oal electrician of tho highest standing, 
lotting a contract to him to mako a 
thoroughly "up to date" switoh board, 
dimmers, bunch lights, atago plays, etc., 
and to como over to Victoria and pal; thorn 
iu position. Tho result is, according to Mr. 
Jamioaoo's atatemont Friday night, that tho 
Victoria theatre haa now tho proud distinc- 
tion of being botb.'r c^iuippod in this respeot 
than any other theatre on tho whole Pacific 
Coast, and aa well as any in tho United 
States.

and there seems to ba actually no limit to 
the different tinta or shades, and degrees of 
Intensity which can bo obtained. Ono can 
begin with a dark, night effect, and watch 
tho cold gray morning light creep In, gradu- 
ally getting lighter and lighter. 

Then are noticed tho golden tints of the 
approaching sunrise, momentarily becoming 
stronger and brighter as tho dawn dies away. 
The intense blue of the sky, the white 
clouds and the golden red rays of the sun 
blend together in beautiful and varying 
tints until finally the sun bursts into view 
and night has again given way to day. 

As a matter of fact it has to be seen to be 
appreciated, as no written description can 
do it justice. 

There are also five " bunob lights," which 
aro used to throw a strong bright light be- 
hind an open door or window, and for many 
othor purposes. Eaoh " bunch light " con- 
sists of nine 10 candle power electric lighta 
on a small circle of wood, and mounted 
with a largo rcQeotcr whioh throws the 
whole forco of the light in any required 
dirootion.

Early Ovdinances for Western Dulou

The poab had telegraph offioea are so in- 
timately connected that some day tho latter 
may snperaede tho iormer, therefore a rough 
«atiine o{ the evolution of the latter in Brlt- 
iah Columbia may bo of iatorost. 

Althongh in 1860 electric telegraphs were 
oommoB in Enrope— eubinatine oables eziet- 
iog botwoen and oonnectlng divers natiions, 
even aa far as Coutitantinople, Balalclava, 
India and olhor pluces, resulting from the 
Crimean wur in 1S5;!, the Indian mutiny, 
1S57, and tho Chiuu war — at which time ib ia 
assumed telegraph comniunioacion overland 
existed between Russia and Sebaatopol, still 
British Columbia had nob any, and none ex- 
isted between Europe and America. There 
was a great deairo to connect these ; tho de- 
sire ripened into a ueoeoaity and, thanUe to 
the energy and enterprise of Cyrus Field and 
Mr. Giaborne, ihu means waa found of meet- 
ing tho ntceaaity. Tho huniau body aooma 
to have been evolved in like manner; the Qrat 
intelligent aorvoua lilamonts, having a desire 
and necesaily for aomo addition, in procjaa 
of tlmo arrived at its production. Therefore 
the muscular, osseous and other systems are 
merely the creation, tho slaves, of tho uerv- 
ons aystcm, for its nse, nouriahmonb and 
protection. The nervoaa syatom, tbnrefore, 
ia man, and whatever its neoessitioa may bo, 
these it) will provide for. 

Ia 1858 the norvooa filaments were ap- 
proaching British Columbia, for in Au;;uBt 
of that) year the first trans-Atlantio tele- 
graph oabte was laid between Valencia, Ire- 
land, and Nuivfoundland, a cable having 
been laid aeroH the Galf of St. Latrrenoe a 
eonDlQaOf yeara previoualy. The laying 
of tfi«'^tlantlc cable was an bternatlooal 
.•ffair|^Aii)erioa and Bnglond sendiog^ips 
to a8UBt,'^iDab\Ba U-S. Niagara and 
H.M.S^' Agamem'nooi"lE!iich carried one-half 
the cable, which tboy special in mid-ocean 
and then each wentjn opposite directions 
paying it oat. 

The first message transmitted is said to 
have been from Hor Majesty, " Europe and 
America ore nnited by telegraph. Glory to 
God in the highest, peace and good will to- 
wards men." Then followed a meeaige from 
the Queen to Preeidcnt Buchanan of the 
United State.'!, much longer bub nobcx^raor- 
dinory. Tho cable ihon became dunib tvnd 
spoko no moro — iho ihreo thousand five 
hundred miles of ciblo lay in a tranoo oa ita 
ocean bed. 

Tho news of tho laying cf the cable did 
not roach San Francisco until a month after 
the event, and celebrations took place (ol- 
lowed by sadneaa ; but it gave an impelua 
to tho dsairo — tho necessity— of having un 
overland telegraph to tho Eiiat. 

By many it was considered doubtful whe- 
ther any other thon tho drsb moasagoof four 
or five lines went over the cable, and it was 
generally believed it spoke tardily and in- 
termittently for two or three hours. • Any- 
Iiowi this first OEkblo having taken aome 
years to prepare, ciist a large sum of money, 
tho whole ot which was loot, and people, not 
unnaturally, for acme time foughc shy of in 
yeating in another. Yeb in 1865 another 
OBiuaoenfal attempt ^wiui made. In ISGO 
the lamentable eivi^WM oommeccsd. Tele- 
gtaphy was urged on everywhere by w»r. 
Who VttMS Blrer gold excitement oooarred 
In 185S. Tile Panama railroad, which it is 
said sacrificed a life for every pile driven, 
was completed In 1855. 

Ib may be here observed that in 1866 the 
Mainland colony, Seymour being Governor, 
adopted the decimal currency. Previous to 
this she had tho £, s. d. There is no men- 
tion of poatago stamps in the postal act of 
1864, bub there ia in that of 1SG7. Now 
then, wo came to the time of the telegraph 
in British Columbia. The f jllowiog acta or 
ordinances of the Mainland government 
apeak for themselves : 

In 1864 an ordinance or charter to oon- 
stnict a telegraph lino, connecting British 
Columbia, i.e.. New Weatminater, with the 
telegraph lines of the United States ema- 
nated from theMiinlind, Seymour bologGov- 
ernor, in fivor of the California St»te Telo- 
griph Company, for twenty five yeara. 
The construction was to bo commenced with- 
in five and completed within fifteen months. 
In the ovf nb of failure tho act to be null and 
void, bub if completed, then in thia co.no, 
the California company should have tho 
exolaaive right cf sending and receiving 
messages within British Columbia (i.e. the 
Mainland) for twenty years, but provision 
was also made for allowing other companies 
OB conditions. The prices to be paid in any 
station in Washington Territory were not to 
exceed fottr thillings and two pence (i.e., one 
dollar) for each ten words ; messages to be 
sent over the Stat ehill not bo charged 
higber rates than thu lowest uniform rate 
on anoh lines ; mcDsagoa between New 
WeBtmloster and Sin FrunolBoo shall never 
1)0 charged moro than one pound and six- 
pence i.e., five dollari-) [or every ten words. 

In 1865 an ordin 'uoo was paaaed rceolod- 
ing the exclusive rights granted to the com- 
pany, aa it was contrary to tho policy of 
the British government to grant exclusive 
telegraphic privileges. Tho same year, 
however, an ordinunoo was paaaed at New 
■Weatminator to encourage the eonatruotinn 
of II lino connooting British Columbia with 
the telegraph linos of Ruaaia, tho United 
Stutta and for other purpoeee. Thia went 
on to state that Percy Macdonough Cullitia, 
Hn American oilizon, hud obtained from tho 
floverninenta of Ruasu and tho United 
States the right to make and main- 
&*in a line cf electric telegraph 
tbrongh their respcotiva terrltorioa ; and 
whereas the government desired cordially to 
00 operate with the United States and Rus- 
ela, in the establishment and inaintonunce 
ofiiuch continuous line of iuternaiional tola- 
graph, it was enaotod, that CoIUdb and hia 
associates bo granted a charter for thirty 
three years from tho 1st day of Janafiry, 
1870, with the uaua! conditions of forfeituro. 

In the same year (1865) an ordinanoa was 
passed legalizing the transfer by Collins of 
Mb interests to the Western Union Tele- 
graph Extension Company. In ISGG tho 
Collins overland line puupio rccjueeted that 
ti; be Incorporated by statute under tiin more 
appropriate name of tho Western Union 
Telegraph Company, and thia wao aoconl- 
ingly done. 

Thus New Wf.atminstor b-oanie cnnneo'od 
with tho telegroph pyntom of tlio United 
SttttPi', Canada and Vancouver Inland, for 
in 188(5 a cable going by way of San Juan 
ieland united hor to thnm. Tho upparoat 
cbjeob of tho Collins lino was to conneot 
America with Europe, either by joining the 
KuBslan, existing or contemplated, tele- 
graph system or 'oy the Orient, or both, 
tCho failure cf tho tranaatlantio c»blo en- 
couraged thom to obtain a necefaity. Every- 
thing looked favorable. Tho greatest activ- 
ity prevailed. Explorations were made 
■nd the wires carried to near tho head. 
vraters of the Siceena river, through a very 



rough and heavily timbered country, giving 
hard work to a lar^o number of oniployes 
under tho direction of Limb and Butler. 
Almost fuddenly this gigantic work stopped, 
and the wires woro lef o on tho poles to with- 
in a very rt-cont period, occiaioDing aome- 
tim'-u ooiifiider.ibla iucJavenionco. 

Now why did this expensivo v.'ork stopV 
Why, simply bocnuao in 1866 a trunaatlantic 
cable hid been Buccoahfully laid down be- 
tween Ireland ni il Noivlouadland by that 
renowned but unfortunately ruiaoua ateotner 
tho Great EiBlern. This 6rnamcr also picked 
up tho sleeping cable of 1858, cured it, and, 
lo and behold, ib spoke again and may yat 
bo speaking 1 In 1800 tho French laid suo- 
oeaafuUy a cable, and now there are prob- 
ably half a d"Zin moro in operation. 

Thus in 1886, tha year of its politioal 
union, British Qjlumbia, la tho twinkling of 
an eye, physically and intellectually beoamo 
a part of the eleotrio nervous system of 
tho whole earth, and humanity, shar- 
ing in ita discoveries, invontiona, 
aspirations, hopes, fears, joys. Bor- 
rows, and indeed everything pertaining 
thereto ! It is impossible to reallza the 
ofT-jot of thia on British Colombia ; tho 
human race at large ; the world'in general ! 
The tologruph ia a nervonS' organiam and 
when the brain and nervous energy of man 
putii ii in motion, it beoomea a living thing 
— speaking aa dirooted — morally and in- 
tellectually (and by imparting motion, 
physically )— almost a human being with like 
virtues and fauite; ib is living, for life is only 
a condition. The telegraph is the brain of the 
earth. 

What puts mans nervons system in 
motion 1 What ia tho inherent vital pro- 
perty in a seed that makca ib, under suitable 
conditiooB, grow and produce abnndantly 
after its kind? Wbab is liieT Is every 
action endowed with it! If man linew this 
he would possibly know all — but the awful 
power is, at all events for tho time, not 
demonstrable. 

Here, then, wehave aninatanoo of tho nerv- 
ous system of man providing moans to obtain 
a necessity. It may bo that whenever a ne 
ccaaity exiata for aomothing tho human race 
rtquires it will in soma way obtain ib. 
Now a cable to Australia la projected, — 
if ndceaaary ib will come. Such norvoua, 
aympathotlc and buainesa unions will make 
Imperial federation praotioable — aye, and 
produce it in time, like our confederation 
facilitated and hastened by easy oommuni- 
oation. 

In connection with electricity it may bo 
eaid that between 1850 and 1860 wsyfjkrers 
at night carried a lantern. In 1861 the 
Victoria Gas CoQ)pany came Into eriatence 
to light the city, and in 1883 the corpora- 
tion substitutea tor gas oleotrlo lightfi. The 
telephone made, its appearance in 1883 alao, 
and the traoccirs later on. It is nob too 
muoh to believo that tho teiophone will bo 
improved so as to enable people to talk at 
long distances, for man is only beginning to 
uaderatand how to make use of cbe foroea 
of nature. 

Now, to conclude. In 1850 one year was 
consumed in sending a meeaago to Knglai^d 
and reoeiving nn anawer. A few months 
ago a nreasage waa sent by telegraph to Man- 
cheater In England and an answer rccaived 
in nineteen seconds, tha distance travslled 
being 13,000 miles I Eleotrleity knows 
noithor time nor distance. They do not ex- 
iab. In the early yeara it took five months 
to reach Europe by ship, now only fifteen 
days, — tho time occupied by the ateamer 
Uroat Wistern In her remarltable passage 
aoroas the Atlantio in 1838. Postage has 
been reduced from fifty to five cenrs, and 
tho cost of a telegraphic word to Europe 
from one dollar or moro to thirty cants. 1 h i 
Atlantio has booome a mere ferry — a trip to 
England a pleasure jaunt. Yet there are 
people who say imperial federation is im- 
practioablo. Bih I as aooa as man's ner- 
vous system fcela the neooaaity it will pro- 
vide the meauB, and possibly tho commeroUi 
union of the colonies will be tho preliminary 
atep. Looking over tho progresa during the 
past forty years, is there any one who can 
poaaibly believe that British Columbia can 
stand atlU or retrograde ? Tho world and 
its beings must go on to their predoatined 
end. There la no standing atill. Not an 
atom dies. 

Thia much tedious writing haa been 
evoked by a letter asking for information 
abonb the early postal |histbry of British 
Colnmbia by aome one interested In " phi- 
latelioB." Tha cisoalng of this term let any 
one discover, and " when foand make a note 
of."

Uurii:g a dry aeosou 
tha ocarcity and bad quality of the water in 
Victoria has been and ia notorioua, Again, 
tho quantity of water rtquirod ia always 
considered in relation to population. It 
aoema never to enter any one's head that 
manufactories requiring a large quantity ot 
water may, it Is hoped, uri^e and that with- 
out this they will not come into oxistenco, 

Nexr, " pressure." It is well known that 
tho " prcssnre " from Elk lake ia very amall, 
a condition ao often complained of by tho 
firo department. Were the pressnro greater 
the expense of tha fire department would be 
diminished, and what is more, tho danger of 
an extensive spreading oonflagration less 
imminent. It would be conquered at ita 
commencement. How much may a firo cost 
very soon ? 

Ah to the quality of tho water, although 
it may bo improved, still lb never will be 
palaiablo, for Elk lake la atagnant. Poa- 
aibly tho corporation moans to pump oxygen 
into ib or m,^ko a running brook with a 
pibbly bottom from tho filter beds. 

It ijuing generally ogreed that when the 
pipulation increases or manufactories are 
0Jt:»bliblied, flay wit.hlti live yeure, Eik lake 
will not supply eufliaienb water, ia it wiao, 
then, to spend a coupla of hundred thousand 
dollaro now on water worke that will, at. or 
before tho end of fivo years, bo a failure ? 

Would ib not be wiser to oeek a bettor 
and moro prolific aouroe of water eupply 
now Ihau to wait until it ia actunUy forc>-(i 
on tho city by necessity and tho thousand.') 
of dollars frittered away '1 

Aa to Goldatream, if tho corporntion want 
it, and Ihoy certainly ought to conaidor it, 
tho law will givo ib tiiem if nocosaary for tho 
public good ; but In nil mattors tho uncer- 
tninty and expense of law suits should be, if 
possible, avoided. Procrastination Is often 
ooatly. X.

JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

To THE Editor : — Tho condensed report 
nf the discuasiou ub the hospital board on 
bho report of the committee who interviewed 
tho ladies' auxiliary does nob convoy the 
serious nature of the rcaolubion adopted by 
tho casting vote of President DavIcb. The 
ladies' auxiliary during the year, by a aeries 
of entertainments, raised $1,200, Which was 
placed to the credit of the' general fund of 
the hoapital. Thia, however, appears to 
them to bo a proaaic way of disposing of the 
amount raised through iheir ofibcts. Ihey 
would prefer some specific objea'&Ifoi;.which 
to woric and thus be able to say thai) the 
ladies have seonted to the: hospital snoh and 
suoh a valuable aid. This is very laudable 
on their part, for the inaugacation of a spe 
oiai work- would create snoh an added inter- 
est among the ladle's in the.^same as would 
enable tliem to procure an enlarged amonnc 
of fundsi The ladiea suggested that their 
efforts might bo directed towards obtaining 
fuidafor a women's and ohildrnn'H word, 
for which a charge per head of $10 per 
week would bo made. They, however, uaked 
counsel of tho board of directors in tiie mab 
tor. Without giving so aerioua a 
question tho conaidoration ib de- 
Borved, a resolution wan offered 
concurring in the suggestion of tho ladies' 
auxiliary. Tho lamendmenb offered by Mr. 
Hay ward and seconded by the writer, oaked 
th»6 the matter bo deferred for further con- 
sideration. Thia waa defeated by tho oast 
ing vote of tho chairman. 

It waa pointed out that tho desire of tho 
ladies might bo met by thoir undertaking to 
provido for thoexpenas of running the present 
female and children's ward ; or they could 
take the charge of providing all tho linon 
required by the hospital, a method adopted 
by ladies elaowhoro in their praiaeworthy 
(H'jris in old of honpital work. It was alao 
pointed out that if tho ladies' auxiliary dc 
voted all their efforts to securing funds for 
tho building of another ward, the present 
revenue of the hoapital would bo decreased 
by tho sum they have heretofore been en- 
abled to contribute. An additional aouroe of 
expense would alee bo added when theendwas 
acoompllahed, for $10 par week would not 
pay the expense of maintenance. This pro- 
poaod ward would cost over seven thousand 
dollars to build and furnish. 

While it would bo very gratifying to the 
ladies from a sentimental point of view to feel 
tho satisfaotion of having been instrumental 
in providing so excellent an addition to the 
hospital, yet they should also look at the 
subject from a business and praotioal stand- 
point. All the presenli time the hospital 
work is carried on with a serious annual 
deficit, which would be inoreaaod by tho 
withdrawal of the amount now contributed 
by the ladies Quxiliary towards tho general 
fund. Tho addition (A the new ward would 
add to thia defioit, for while it ia claimed 
the ward would be self-sustaining, it is well 
known that such calculations almost in- 
variably roault in a balance on the wrong 
side of the ledger. 

During tho prcaenb depresaion of busincaa 
tho call upon the public for ojntributiona 
to charitable o'ljeota is almcat at tho atrain- 
ing point, and tho inauguration of another 
nright prove tho laai atraw. Tho board of 
aldermen dnd it impossiblo to add to tho 
city B annual appropriation and do the other 
necsaaary work to improve tho aanitatlon of 
tho hospital. Ib la mosb Inconaiatent that 
when a policy of retrenchment Is tho order 
of the day with governmonta, buainoea men, 
manufacturers and individuals, tho hos- 
pital authorities should enoourogo a new ex- 
penditure — while the condition of hoapital 
funds demands rotrenobnient and economy 
wherever poaalblo. Whore are tho funds 
for the support cf tho now word to ccmo 
from if the work is to be carried out on the 
present lines t Unless some wealthy phii- 
antbropio citizen comes forward with a 
handsome donation the balance sheet this 
year will show a very large defioit, and this, 
too, in the face of the $34,000 voted by the 
taxpayers a year ago. This being the case, 
is It wUdom to encourage the ladies' auxil- 
iary in an effort which would deprive the 
hospital of a very handsome item of rovonut? 
I believe that tho ladies' auxiliary, when 
thoy seriously consider the matter, will see 
that they will be doing a more practical 
good to the hoapital by either cent Inning as be- 
foreortakingup a branch of the preseutwork 
and devoting their energies in ita behalf. 
The faot that they now contribute §1,200 
annually to tho funds of an Inatitutlon which 
is doing so muoh to relieve the sick and 
maimed, ahould prove a high source of grati- 
fication to thom ; bnt, as I havo outlined bo 
fore, their deairo for a special object could 
bo met without introducing a new aohemo. 

If it waa poEsiblo lo carry out tho pro- 
posal of a now ward without hampering the 
proBont work cf tho hoapital, I would be 
among tho first to enoouriigo them in their 
efforts ; but I think it has boon shown that 
for tho prcpent, at least, the ladies' auxiliary 
%vould bo doing u more benefioial work by 
providing funds for the hospital as it is now 
conalitutcd. W. H. EllI.s.

JHESE aro naturally 
thought of togotlior, bo- 
cansoiu uatnro'sliautls 
tliey liarmouizo per- 
fectly, aiid when any 
silly tinman being tries 
to improve on her the result is so ridio- 
nlous aud badly doiio that wo admiro 
liaturo liinro than over. Tbis sxibjoct 
scarcely inclndo.s tlio malo sox, for only 
boys bavo any hair iu thoso days, aud no 
mail wastes innch tiuio worrying over 
bis bald Load or coinploxiou. For many 
couturics long bair was a distinctivo 
mark of kings aud nobles. Tlio Gauls 
and the Goths looked on long bair as an 
honor. Men's wigs never docoivo any 
one, even il they are changed wuokly to 
simnlate growth and afterward the bar- 
ber's attentions. Ministers in my young 
days often niadospootaclos of tbouisolves 
with horrid looking wifts fastened on by 
springs, which wore not always secure 
and called for freqnent manipnlation, 
even in the most exciting portion of the 
solemn discourse or exhortation, but 
now a shining, hairless pato looks wiso 
and reverend. Womoii of the last gen- 
eration used to bo ashamed of ■\vhito 
bair, however thick and becoming, cov- 
ering it with an ugly "forotop, " taking 
it gladly off when -white hair -waa fash- 
ionable. 

Last year I mot a frivolous woman 
who confessed that she bad paid more 
than $300 in Paris to bavo her 
cbangiiig bair bleached to a silvery 
■white. The result was not particularly 
suocessfnl, but with false side puffs in 
front and a superb coil added at the 
baok the effect, with her black eyes and 
bronzed oheoks, was moat striidDg, and 
she was stared at to her heart's satisfac- 
tion, with the universal verdict that she 
was a fool for bur pains. Sho often told 
those sho met that sho inherited this 
white hair from a grandfather whoso 
hair was snow wbito at 80. Thou the 
unpleasant word "liar" was added, and 
sho was a general laughing stock, bnt 
know it not. 

Young j-jooplo do their best to abuse 
aud destroy botli bair aud coniplexiou 
as they do their teeth and eyes and 
bands and feet I often look at two 
friends of mine and wonder if thoy re- 
alize how they look and how awfully 
silly they liavo been. I cannot bo too 
severe on tliem, becau.se, being laughed 
at by my mat«s on aoconnt of snoh a 
big bead and snch nnmanageable masses 
of red hair, I cut out on each side 
enough to make a regal braid. What 
would I give for it now? Now, alas, it 
is such a big bead anil so littlo hair, for 
with hairdressers to bang and crimp 
and burn, and Father Time quietly pull- 
ing at it all these year.s, I am grateful 
that enough is loft to cover my skull. 
But no amount of ridicule or remarks 
about Judas having bad the same "dis- 
sembling color" eveu tempted me to 
try to impro\'e the shade, just the color 
for my complexion. But my friends 
oould not resist, and bow deeply thoy 
must regret their folly! 

One is a dashing, ambitiouB young 
married -woman, fond of admiration, 
anxious to be a social leader and noticed 
in the papors. Slio used to have the 
most desirable hair possible, a- rioh 
chestnut brown, with a natural ripple 
of gold in it, the poets' favorito color 
and often described by novelists. But 
abe was uotRati.sfied — w;uited more gold 
in it, longed for the combination, so ef- 
fective (when natural), of blaolc eyes 
and tawny locks, an ulfeot often at- 
tempted by actresses. So, investing in 
some kind of oriental dyo or champagne 
coloring warranted not to injure the 
hair nor affect the health, sho proceed- 
ed tn do both. 

People began to woudor -what that 
pretty woman had douo to her hair, for, 
while in certain lights and under a veil 
it was startlingly becoming, in other 
lights it was a pinkish yellow or an ir- 
idescent purplish filiado. Sho has just 
recovered from a long and dangerous 
illness oansed, it is said, by prof nse nse 
of dyes and cosmetics. Her long glorious 
hair has been shorn. She wears littlo 
Fronohy oap.H to cover tho condition of 
her head. Tho hair literally burned off 
iu spots, and on hor forehead tho hair is 
neither falso nor natural in color, but 
will bo allowed to f;rnw out witiiout 
furtiior attentions. Colored bair is either 
a sign of depravity or idioey, and no one 
ever is deluded for one moment into 
thinking it pretty. 

My other friend is an author who 
writes on tho highest plane about the 
conduct of life, and her influence is for 
the best always. I3ut for all that bor 
poor head is a deplorable and ludicrous 
object — scanty looks dyed badly, aud on 
top a false frizzle that does not match, 
that sticks out round her intelleotnal 
faco in woirtl, wild ringlets, nuconfinod 
by a not and bobbing gayly during her 
most serious discourse ou spiritual 
things. Another of my aoquaintanoes, 
hearing that anniiouia would lighten 
tho hair, dipped hor bang with it undi- 
luted and now goes round trying to find 
eonietbiug harmless to rostoro tlio color. 
'All that hair needs is a washing ouco a 
■won thin warm water, with puro castilo 
tionp, or a littlo borax, or tho yolks of 
'two eggs beaten np in apint .oC Uixiewa* 



ter. Rub the head vigorously with the 
fingers or with a rather stiH brush, 
rinse thoroughly and dry both soalp aud 
hair with a good long bath towel. Whou 
dry, it is well to rub in a little vaseline, 
parting the bair iu various places and 
rubbing along the lino. Tho hair foUi- 
clct) need food, but must not bo stopped 
up by dust or grease. I find that faith- 
ful brushing at night has donemuoli for 
my hair. One physician said that 100 
aiiplications of tho brush night and 
morning y/as tho best tonic that could 
bo given. Learu by practicing the most 
beooinipg,'v^ay-ofi •-'doing up" the hair, 
and do it yourself -without' giving $1 or 
ij;3 to tho hairdresser to make you look 
as if you had left yourself at home and 
some fussed up creature was masquorad- 
ing in your clothes. If I had now tho 
monoy I worse than wasted on hair- 
dressers and hairdressiugs and switches 
aud crimps, I "oould easily take a teip to 
Florida or California. Split hairs must 
bo cut orsingod. If in middle ago hairs 
horrify women by appearing ou tlie 
chin, there is but one remedy both safo 
aud Burer-a patient use of > the tweezers. 

I wish we might dare to go about 
without falso hair, whicli very raroly 
matches, but wo uovor shall. It is lu- 
dicrous and yot sad to study woiiici; 
everywhere — in cars, thi^ateis, hth.-l 
parloi-S, ovetiing eiitertainnieul s. 'j'li • 
luxuriant addition at tlui \r.\ck r.i in :'i 
fails to match oitlier tiieir own .■ e-,;:ii_v 
supply or the frontal adurni'it'iii^ 
deplorably thin at tlio tei.iplis, ovu- 
toppod by a mass of curhi (ir wave.'S or 
crimps borrowed from the dirty, the 
diseased, possibly from tho ihuid ! Wlio 
knows? I took lessons in making bair 
flowers once. ^Inst HtilT aiid u.-m:'.; 
thoy wero. That i.-; a livj^iJiie l;'.sli- 

ion. Hair wigs aro seldom s(.cu. I saw 
a pia on an old lady of UO the other day 
which contained n golden curl of her 
first baby boy, who died niiariy 70 years 
ago. Tliat was ti)i:i:hiii,.r. 'I'o sum up 
about hair. (live ir a i lu;;:eo t.o grow, 
keep tlie .'^ealj) eli na ;i!;d beware of tlio 
hairdresser, liis ini'vitalilo "tonio" and 
crimping artilices. 1 liiul since living a 
sensible outiloor life in tiio country, go- 
ing out often into rhu fresli air and sun- 
shiiiowith no liat or li':iiiH>t, that my 
hair has iiiiprovi'd mai vrlinisl}-. 

And tho complexion needs tho same 
treatment — snu and fresh air and plenty 
of water and friction for the skin. iTo 
amount of ptiv.'diT i r mugo will beau- 
tify if tlio bloiiil, liv'jr (ir stoniaoh is 
enfcoblcd or di.seased. Keep well by 
right living. Do nut clog the pores, or 
they will grow coarse. Once in awhile, 
when you tliiidc your faeo is clean, put 
on a little c(jcoa butter, let it remain a 
few minutes and tlien rub well with a 
soft fl;iniii>l or a little cologne or alcohol 
with a Tiuki.sh tuwel. You will bo sur- 
prisiMl. It brightens tho skin wonder- 
fully to give it a good steaming now 
and tlii'ii, just as wr.ll with the kitchen 
toal.-eltlo and a big paper funnel to re- 
tain the vaiier as to pay s2 for tho proc- 
cs.s. Frequent dashes of cold water on 
face and throat will prevent flabbin'ess, 
so much dreaded, which is the first sign 
of appvDMcliiii;; age in a woman's face, 
and the rr.ljbi'r milten and fleshbrush 
improve tho conditions.

TIkjvo are iiianj- women who prefer 
writing on their laps to any other placo. 
For such pooplo and for all who cannot 
have desks a writing board is a great 
convouieiioo. It is invaluable to an in- 
valid, wlio must writo sitting up in bod, 
if at all, and would make a. welcome 
gift to such a one. 

An oblong board, thin and with 
rounded corners, made of scmie light 
wood, is tho first requisite. Itshould be 
about as largo as a small lap board and 
is prevented from warping by two cross 
cleats screwed on tho underside. (Jver 
the upper side stretch a piece of dark 
red or green felt, cut to fit exactly to 
the edge of the board. Tack it in place 
with round headed brass tacks, set very 
closely together, as near the edge as pos- 
sible. 

Hold the board in the position in 
which it wonld be on the lap when ar- 
ranging.tbo things to go on it. First the 
inkstand. Lot it ho a travelers' ink- 




stand and place it near tho front edgo, 
a little to tho right of the center. Cut iu 
tho felt a hole, in which tho base of the 

inkstand will fit exactly. Then put a 
row of tlie taeks around this opening, so 
that tho cloth will not .stretch there, 
finally gluing the inkstand firmly in 
place. With such a receptacle for ink 
tho owiKir of the writing board need not 
bo afraid it will .'^pill when tho board is 
set away, standing ou end. 

A small monthly calendar is pasted 
on tho board in tho center to tho left of 
tho inkstand, and to the loft of tho cal- 
endar is tacked a littlo pocket of felt or 
ribbon, just largo enough to hold a tinj- 
book, with oiled paper leaves, to hold 
fitaiiips. Places for envelopes, paper and 
postal cards are made of pieces of felt 
tacked down on three sides, the fourth 
side hollowed out in the center, so that 
Olio can easily tako lioldof tho contents. 
A muro convenient way of getting out 
tho stationery when wanted is made pos- 
sible by the nse of narrow ribbon. It is 
tacked by one end on tho board before 
tho folt piece is put ou and must bo se- 
cured just about in tho center of the 
placo tho felt will occupy. It must bo 
long enough to roach from there to tho 
bottom of tho folt and then back again, 
Xirojecting from the top or open ond. If 
those pieces of fidt bavo embroidered on 
them in gold tho names of their con- 
tents, it will add to the looks of tho 
writing board as well as to its convou- 
ieuco. A strap of broad silk elastic, to 
match the folt, is taoked on near the 
front edge to form a sorioa of places in- 
to which the paper knifo, pen, penknife, 
onvolopo oponer and perhaps a pair of 
paper shears may bo slipped.
